ILLED AT RUDOLPH 


ON THE SL PAUL 


A man supposed to be William 


Wallace was killed-' on the St. Paul 
rack, near Rudolph Thursday morn- 
ing altho the particulars til how he 
met hjs death are rather meagre. 


The man was discovered by the 


rew of the early morning passenger 
rain Thursday morning, and it was 
upposed by the crew that he was 
ead 
The train ran on to Rudolph, 


bout half a mile distant, where it 


was reported that there was a dead 
man lying beside -the track. 
The 


ection crew and doctor Jackson went 
o the scene of the accident at once, 
nd upon arriving there it was dis- 
overed that the man was still alive. 


He was able to talk, althp very 


weak from his injuries, and -stated 
hat his name was William Wallace 
and that he was from Iowa. 
The 


man was placed on the handcar and 
aken to Rudolph, where he died 
about half an' hour afterward. 


It is not known how the man met 


uis death but it is supposed that he 
vas riding on • the freight that goes 
hru- here late in the evening and 
hat he fell from the train and was 
run over. The mans body was badly 
mangled, his left arm being torn off, 
eft leg and foot crushed and man- 
gled and he also had a fracture of 
he skull, as well as many other 
bruises. • 
The remains were brought to this 


city and taken to the Ragan under- 
aking rooms where they were pre- 
pared for burial. 
An effort was 


made by the authorities to discover 
the mans identity, but this was not 
successful, .and he was subsequently 
juried.

gled condition, a corner's jury was 
mpaneled by Justice Pomainville and 
the remains viewed by this body or 
men.

in the case and discover if possible 
whether there was negligence on any 
body's part in the matter. 


It was thought by some that the 


man had been about this city the day 
jefore the accident, but owing to the 
mangled condition of the remains 
and the disfigurement of the face, it 
!s impossible to identify him posit- 
.vely.

WILL GROW COTTON IN EGYPT 


Lord Kitchener Has Plans to Utilize 


Nearly One Million Acres—To 


Construct Big Barrage. 


London.—It is said, on good author- 


ity, that when Lard Kitchener arrives 
here shortly he will bring with him 
details of a great irrigation scheme, 
which will put nearly a million Egyp- 
tian acres on the "cotton map." 
The 


plans for the construction of a bar- 
rage on the White Nile, about 37% 
miles above Khartum, are now.being 
drawn up by the Egyptian authorities. 


In deciding on this work the gov- 


ernment lias been influenced by the 
groat success of tho Assiut barrage 
and tho ICsneh barrage. 
This vast 


weir will act as a necessary auxiliary 
to tho drainage schemes in northern 
Egypt. Within two or three years the 
area in the delta will have been re- 
claimed, and then the new barrage will 
be urgently required. At present noth- 
ing but rice will grow on the swampy 
land. 
Much of this belongs to the 


Egyptian government, which, there- 
fore, will benefit greatly by its drain- 
age. 
Prom every point of view the 


money spent on the barrage will be 
an excellent investment. 


It is estimated that the scheme will 


cost about $4,000,000,000, and all this 
will be found out of revenue. The re- 
ceipts under this head will be low this 
year, so tho commencement of the bar- 
rage' probably will be postponed for at 
least twelve months. The whole work 
of 
construction will occupy about 


three yoars.' 


Lord Kitchener, who has personally 


interviewed all the leading cotton ex- 
perts in Egypt, has taken a prominent 
part in the preparations for the suc- 
cessful completion of a scheme which' 
will materially Increase the prosperity 
of the country. 


British Forbid Statue. 


Cairo.—Trouuble Is brewing here 


because the English-led government| 


i positively forbids the Egyptian na- 
tionalist party to erect a statue in 
Cairo of Mustapha Kasucl Pasha, the 
brilliant young nationalist leader, who 
died in 190S. A French sculptor ex- 
ecuted the work, but when the statue 
arrived the government refused a site 
for it in any public square or street 
The nationalists vow they will put 
tho memorial on ground owned by one 
of their leaders. 
Meantime the ex- 


tremist press rages against the gov- 
ernment's prohibition of an "act of 
patriotism."

N THE early spring, when the 


cold winds are still sweeping 


! over the rice .fields in Japan, 


there is an aspect of lifeless- 
ness and desolation about them. 
To the European eyes accus-.. 
tomed to dry-cultivated soil, or 
green grass meadows with feed- 
Ing cattle in them, the sight of 
so much mud and water in the 
landscape 
appears 
depressing, 


and there is a. great absence of 


human habitations and people "^"'^J^ 
character of the crops under cultivation makes 
it necessary that the peasants should be housed 
In settlements or villages away Irom *e la^" 
wet areas given up to the growing of rice and 
other crops. 


These rice areas are divided up Into fields or 


plots of all shapes and sizes by small grass-grown 
ridges a few inches in height, and averaging 
about a foot In breadth, thus enclosing the soft 
mud in which the rice Is planted. The prepara- 
tion of these fields is extremely arduous work, 
involving much hoeing and careful construction 
of these mud dams, and it includes a whole sys- 
tem of terracing, whereby the water necessary 
for irrigation Is led gradually down from field to 
field, for all high-class rice requires flooding. The 
little streams and rivulets which provide the 
water for these terraced hills and wide valleys 
are very often shaded by bamboo plants, and 
these streams feed the ditches cut for water 
channels; narrow tracks or footpaths are also 
made through the rice fields. But If these fields 
look desolate at springtime, there is no lack of 
life in them when the planting season begins In 
June for then they are filled with men and 
women busily engaged in •transplanting the young 
rics plants; and, fortunately for this industry, 
Japan possesses a large supply of cheap labor. 
The seeds of the rice are first thickly sown in the 
small wet fields, or,nursery beds, in the early 
spring (April), and when the young plants have 
attained the height o£ four inches or thereabouts 
they are very carefully transplanted to the larger 
fields, at wider intervals, in rows, and, as may be 
Imagined, this is an exceedingly laborious kind 
of work. When one looks at the Innumerable lit- 
tle plants in the nurseries, with their vivid green 
shoots and delicate-looking roots the removing 
of them by hand to the larger fields and Planting 
singly seems an almost impossible task, and with 
European labor It might be so; but the peasantry 
of Japan have been accustomed to this tedious 
method of agriculture through many centuries 
and from habit, it is taken as a matter of course, 
and' the men and women, standing kneedeep in 
the mud and water and stooping over their toil- 
some work, spare no pains in the planting out of 
the young rice in the soft mud. The value of the 
harvest is probably in their minds as the regard 
for all this labor. 


The eastern agricultural laborer must be seen 


to be fully realized. Japanese backs are supple, 
but the sight of so much stooping and bending 
Is enough to make a European feel the pains of 
lumbago in his back from the mere contempla- 
tion of it. 
, 


When the rice is growing up then the fields 


show a very brilliant green, and they are kept 
under a few Inches of water all the time the 
young crops are growing, which is only drained 
away just before the harvesting of the rice. The 
rice plant blooms early in September, and the 
crops are reaped In October, and hung upi to.dry 
on short poles. The threshing Is done w th flails 
or heckles, a kind of comb. Various methods of 
fertilization are used by the Japanese farmer, 
some of them most unsavory to the European 
nose; in fact, the "smells" that emanate from the 
ground in the agricultural districts in Japan often 
destroy one's sense of appreciation of their fine 
cultivation when inspecting it closely, and the 
Japanese people must either have less keen noses 
than ours or else do not mind the odors, for they 
appear in no way to affect them as they do our- 
selves. If a European takes a walk in the rice 
fields, or "paddy fields," as he calls them, during 
the hot months he is sure to get severely bitten 
by mosquitoes, and for Europeans living near the 
rice areas these pests are a great trial during

the southern and southeastern coasts of Japan, 
very much the same way as the Gulf stream 
warms the coasts of western Europe; and partly 
on'account of her position geographically, with 
her long stretch of country from north to south, 
and the influence of winds and ocean currents, 
Japan has a large variety of temperature through- 
out the whole empire. 


Rice is very largely grown In the southern Is- 


lands as well as in the southern part of the main 
island, where one sees very extensive rice fields, 
but not in' the north. 
There is a kind of dry 


rice grown, but this is not of good quality. 


The rice grown In Japan is reckoned among 


the best in the world, and she takes third place 
among the rice-producing countries, and exports 
very large quantities. 
She imports rice as well, 


and this may sound strange in a rice-growing 
•country; but the quality of her home-grown rice 
being so very fine, she exports all she can and 
imports cheaper rice for her home consumption 
from Korea and China and India that is of in- 
ferior quality to her own; but mixed with Japan- 
ese rice it is used freely among the poorer 
classes. 
Although it is the staple food, other 


kinds of grain are used as well—millet, barley 
and wheat are cultivated, and have been grown 
for food during past centuries in tbe country. 
Crops of these are grown during the time when 
the rice fields He fallow. Two kinds of potatoes 
are grown as well for consumption. 


Hitherto the rice consumers in Japan have 


been mostly the people living in the towns, the 
peasantry looking upon it as somewhat of a lux- 
ury 
But the classes of consumers have been 


widening out and the standard of living is grow- 
ing higher in i Japan, and more rice Is being con- 


. sumed In the country than formerly, and this, 
In addition to the fact that the population Is 
rapidly increasing, means that the question of 
the production of the food supplies in the coun- 
try In the future Is one that has to be seriously 
considered, and for these reasons the Japanese 
government has considered the question of the

ney General McKcynolds stated that 
If his recommendations met with ap- 
proval he would immediately give the 
necessary directions.

broke all precedents by giving his tes- 
timony at a murder trial Tuesday. He 
did it to help save the life of Madame 
Caillaux, slayer of Gaston Calmette, 
editor of Figaro. The president is now 
visiting the czar of Russia, so he sent 
his deposition, which supports the con- 
tention o£ the defense that M. Caillaux 
was really to blame for the killing of 
Calmette. 


The trial was that of Madame Cail- 


laux, who slew Gaston Calmette, editor 
of the Figaro, in his office on March. 
13, and the president is Raymond 
Poincare, who, though now on a visit 
to the czar of Russia, sent in his de- 
position to the court to assist the de- 
fense in its contention that Madame 
Caillaux's husband was really the pro- 
moter of the tragedy. 


"I shall kill Gaston Calmette if he 


| publishes those private letters in Le 
; Figaro." 
\ 
So declared to the president of the 


republic, Joseph Caillaux, his minister 
of finance, just before the murder. And 
the president's testimony went aU to 
prove .that Caillaux's wife simply an- 
ticipated his own hand as the author 
of the tragedy. 


President Poincare's testimony, flung 


in 
dramatically 
between the evi- 


dence 
of several 
witness 
for 
the 


prosecution, gave Madame Caillaux 
her only hope of the da/. For when 
her husband had testified to the same 
effect as Poincare he was hooted and 
nearly mobbed by an angry rabble 
without the doors of the court. 


Other witnesses directly contradict- 


ed Madame Caillaux's testimony'when 
she said she was "bereft of mind" as 
she fired the shot. And Paul Bourget, 
the immortal, declared that Calmette, 
whom he was visiting at the-time, had 
died the victim of a calm, deliberate 
woman, whom ho had heard say, 
"There was no other way to end it," 
when he rushed back after the fatal 
shot. 


"She stood in front of the fallen man 


and coolly pulled the trigger o£ her re- 
volver, firing into his body again and 
again," said Bourget. 


M. Caillaux's testimony was a re- 


view of his past life. 


When Figaro published the first of 


these love letters, he said, his wife 
became highly unstrung. He admitted 
that he had himself threatened to 
"smash Calmette in the face," be- 
eause he believed he would print them, 
and he said he had frequently used 
threats born of a desire to kill the 
editor who was ruining his career.

He ap- 
proached to within twenty feet and 
shot Halsey in the left side, some shot 
tearing through the arteries of the 
neck and another ent_ Ing the chin. 
It Is said there was no quarrel at the 
time of the shooting. 


Becker then went to his own house, 


carrying the gun. He immediately re- 
turned to the barn, stood the double- 
barreled gun up against a grindstone 
and shot himself, the buckshot charge 
tearing a hole in his left breast. 


Halsey was 40 years old and a son 


of Circuit Judge L. W. Halsey of Mil- 
waukee. He was a graduate of the 
University of Wisconsin law school 
and practiced law in Milwaukee before 
coming to this section. Becker was 66 
years old, and a bachelor.
